How The Fordney Tariff Affects 
Western Canada 


Western Canadian producers will be 


interested in some of the provisions t 


of the new United States Tariff. This 
high wall tariff is certainly exclusive, 
and to a large extent will affect West- 
ern Canada trade in a detrimental way. 
A glance through the tariff leaves the 
impression that it was framed with 
the idea of shutting out Western Can- 
ada products. The following quot- 
ations will show the position under the 
old tariff and the increases under the 
new one:— 

Dairy Products—Butter, oleomarg- 
ariné etc, increased from 2%c to8c per 
pound; cheese from 20% ad val. to 5c 
per pound; milk free under old tariff, 
now 2%c per gal; Cream, free to 20c 
milk condensed or evaporated, 
free, to 1c to 1%c per pound.

In the more sandy districts which 
ere infested with the Lessor Migrat- 
ory and Two-striped Grasshoppers, 
the problem of control is more  diff- 
icult, since these species lay their eggs 
promiscuously in stubble land and in 
deserted fields, and do not gather into 
breeding areas. No crops should be 
sown on stubble land in such districts 
unless it has been deeply ploughed, 
and any rye that is stubbled-in this 
fall will be seriously infested. 


Fall Plowing Kills Grasshoppers 


Professor E. H. Strickland, gover- 
nment entomologist has prepared a 
circular containing valuable advice to 
farmers in the area in which grass- 
hoppers gave trouble this year. Some 
of this advice is pertinent to the fall 
season. Mr. Strickland says:— “The 
destructive grasshoppers lay their 
eggs during August and September 
jeither in sod (Roadside Grasshopper) 
or in stubble and deserted land 
(Lesser Migratory and Two-striped 
Grasshopper), and no eggs are laid in 
jland that has been summer-fallowed. 
Where it it practicable from a 
j cultural point of view all stubble land 
that is to be seeded next year should 
be deeply ploughed this fall as soon 
as the crop has been removed. The 
ploughing will bury any eggs that 
have been laid so deeply that they will 
not hatch in the spring, and it will 
prevent any further egg-laying in the 
field so ploughed. 

Early fall discing is less effective 
than ploughing though it will lessen 
subsequent egg laying, and all eggs 
that are brought to the surface will be 
destroyed by the sun. 

When fall ploughing is not advis- 
able or practicable, stubble land should 
be ploughed to a depth of not less than 
eight inches before seeding in the 
spring. Care must be taken to see 
that the furrows are well turned over 
and the plough should be followed 
with a packer. When this work is 
well done very few hoppers will reach 


Deserted lands and fields that are 
to be summer-fallowed next year con 
stitute a serious menace to all crops 
in the district, and the best method of 
handling them requires careful con- 
sideration. 


Whenever possible summer-fallow- 
ing should be started early in the 
season, while the ground is still moist. 
The fields should be ploughed from 
the edges towards the centre, or in 
strips so that the Grasshoppers that 
have hatched will be herded together. 
These must be poisoned before the 
ploughing is completed.

GAME BIRDS INCREASE UNDER 
MIGRATORY BIRDS CON- 
VENTION ACT 


Ottawa, Ont.—With few exceptions 
migratory game fowl have increased 
to a marked degree in Canada during 
the past season according to reports 
received by Commissioner J. B. Hark- 
in, of the Canadian National Parks, 
from migratory bird officers and 
wardens all over the Dominion. In 
the East owing to the heavy rainfall 
and late breeding season certain 
species did not hatch with as great 
success as in previous years, but the 
Western provinces report increases in 
practically all species. 

A remarkable feature of the census 
being taken of the increase of bird 
life under the Migratory Birds Con- 


: . 4 i 
vention Act is the widespread increase 


in Black ducks. All over the Dominion 
there appear to be unprecedented 
numbers of these birds and in some 
sections of New Brunswick especially 
they are reported to have appeared in 
exceptional flocks on the rivers and 
inland retreats. Cormorants, gulls, 
terns, cranes, Canada geese, brant and 
plovers have also shown marked 
creases while in certain sections Eider 
duck have returned to breeding 
grounds heretofore abandoned. 

Nova Scotia also reports an increas 
in its waterfow!] although the heavy 
rains in certain sections caused the 
loss of many eggs and young. How- 
ever, in other parts large broods were 
successfully reared, one duck being 
noticed with as many as twenty-four 
ducklings. A similar increase is re 
ported from Prince Edward Island. 

In Quebec the Eider ducks did not do 
as well, in many localities no broods 
being raised owing to theunseasonable 
weather. However, all other species 


of waterfowl hatched successfully.

For the second successive year a 
Junior Membership Campaign will be 
held in connection with the Red Cross 
Drive, which is to take place this

This year an objective of 40,000 junior 
members has been set and if this 
number is enrolled it will be possible 
to operate this institution at full 
capacity for another year, Each 
child who joins the Red Cross will only 
have to pay a fee of 25 cents and 
every cent raised will go to the upkeep 
of the Hospital. None of this money 
will be taken for administration or 
other expenses. 


The hospital has room to accomo. | 
date 38 patients af one time and it has | 
been filled to capacity almost eyery | 
day since it opened, This is the| 
only children’s Hospital in Canada |
